Chapter 10 : The Merging : الإدغام‎ 


The term الادغام‎ means to merge two slew letters such that they become one emphasised letter.

The term متجانس‎ refers to any two letters that share the same point of articulation a) and the same 


characteristics (Clic) 
الإدغام‎ can be of three types: 


1. Necessary :(واجب)‎ This happens in two situations: 
a. When both متجانس‎ letters have a vowel as in the case of 3544 which becomes 3. 
b. When the first letter does not have a vowel and the second does as in the case of مدّذًا‎ 


which must be merged to produce um 


2. Allowed( ye: This happens when the first متجانس‎ letter has a vowel whilst the second متجانس‎ 
letter is temporarily vowelless ض)‎ (je e (سكو‎ as in the case of. 53 3 with the reason being due to 


the Jaazim i entering unto it. 


Therefore, one has the option of keeping it disjoined or merging the two متجانس‎ letters, which is 
achieved by transferring the vowel upon the first متجانس‎ letter to the letter preceding it and then 


merging the two متجانس‎ letters together such that it becomes د‎ d 


Note that the vowel given to this emphasised letter in i% can be a Fathah (which is the usual 


case), Dhammah (if what precedes the emphasised letter also has a Dhammah e.g., AA) or Kasrah 
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(because this is the vowel that is usually used to deal with the problem of two vowelless letters 
meeting, although using a Kasrah here is weak linguistically) 


Note that this difference has come in the Qur'an in the word يرتدِد‎ found in Surah Al Maa 'idah 
[5:54] where Naafi ', Abu Ja far and Ibn ‘Aamir recited without merging i.e., 535, whilst the 


remaining reciters recited with Idghaam and a Fathah upon the emphasised letter i.e., A.
